equilibrator, holding uh back like a 
Bow brake, m ad e un th row out th e 
ga oft**. We seem ed to bt* going slung 
in the right d irection on S atu rd a y and 
Sunday, and as S un d ay m orning daw n 
cd th e wind was w o rkin g aro u n d back 
of us to help us along. W e found after 
dusk Sunday night th a t we w ere well 
oft 
the L ong Island coast and still 
heading e a st by north. But the wind 
hedged us only for a little while. F or 
a 
while on S unday It had kept us 
w orking to keep off sh o re, but w hen 
ob serv atio n s Sunday night show ed us 
t lint w 
wert about 14b m iles cast by 
no ru th of N antu cket th e wind ls*gan 
to ro m e out of th e n orth and sta rte d 
ou r troubles. 
“ W e held a council S u n d ay n igh t at 
9 o'i lock. T he airsh ip w as trying to 
b reak up thing s before the council wag 
finish* d. T he wind w as beginning to 
pitch us arou nd and we w ere losing 
h ead w ay aud drifting off shore tow ard 
th e south.

six m o n th s nor m ore th an tw o years,” 
and to pay a fine of $500 and c osts for 
h av in g "co n sp ired to cheat am i de­ 
fraud th e co m m o nw ealth of P en n sy l­ 
vania." 
T h e c o u rt room 
w as 
filled 
when 
Ju dg e 
K unkel pronounced sentence. 
By o rd e r of th e court, H uston was 
ta k en In c h a rg e by Sheriff F letcher, 
b u t Ids d eten tio n w as of sh o rt d u ra ­ 
tion, an o rd e r having been o btained 
from tho su p erio r cou rt at P h ilad el­ 
phia for his release on bail, pending 
an app eal ta k en to* that h igh er tri­ 
bunal. 
H u sto n 
excited th e com m iseratio n 
of th** scores in th e dingy court room, 
as, with his counsel, Mr. S hields, he 
a ro se from th e ch air w ithin th e liar 
w h e re lie sat by the side of his b ro th ­ 
er, S am u el H uston. His face flushed 
scarlet and the m uscles of his m outh 
twitch*-*! as he confronted Ju d g e Run 
kel and Ju d g e M**CarrelI. 
It w as plain to all who w itnessed 
th e sce n e th a t H u sto n felt keenly the 
sh a m e put upon him, alm ost u n d er th e 
w alls of th e m assiv e building which 
he had Intended should tie a lasting 
and strik in g m em orial to his profes­ 
sional talen ts.

is, the students entering and graduat­ 
ing are not subject to any theological 
test, nor does the college curriculum 
include sectarian doctrine as part 
of 
the required work, 
We believe that 
Pennsylvania College 
represents the 
highest type of a denominational col 
loge, and we glory in our close 
rela­ 
tionship 
to 
the 
greatest Protestant 
Church in the word, the Church 
of 
Luther and the Reformation. 
‘ The 
refusal 
of 
the 
(Jar 
negie 
Foundation 
to 
pension 
the retiring professors of deuomina 
tional colleges is very difficult to ex 
plain. 
No one questions the gtnid in 
tentions of the founder, and yet the 
denominational college, 
that 
is the 
distinctively Christian college of our 
country has been discriminated against 
ny the trustees of tin* foundation he 
established, 
Let it lie clearly under­ 
stood that we are now talking only 
about colleges, not university work or 
professional school courses. 
The p ur­ 
pose of this foundation was to promote 
education, hut as now managed it puts 
a premium on colleges where the most 
important element in any education, 
namely the religious element, is intro­ 
duced only incidentally. 
The aim of 
Andrew Carnegie was the greatest good 
to our country, that is. the elevation 
of our Christian civilization 
to a 
higher plane, and yet the practical le- 
sult has L eu to discourage the 
very 
agencies 
through 
which 
this work 
must lie accomplished. 
‘‘W hile we are sure that the C ar­ 
negie Foundation would never aid 
a 
college hostile to the Christian 
tell 
gion it does appear as it 
its trustees 
preferred that college whic h 
gets its 
religion at second hand to the college 
in which 
these religious influences 
originated.

suit to have lieen the purpose of the* 
founder, and it is to be 
hop's!

Mr. Carnegie 
will

provisions of this trust

OLD ENGLISH BOXERS. 


Hired to Prevent Trouble at George 
IV.'* Coronation. 
Boxing was Introduced Into England 
In the earlier part of the eighteenth 
century, its first practitioner being 
John Broughton, who kept a booth for 
exhibitions In Tottenham Court road. 
London, and rules were drawn up 
Aug. IO, 1743. 
The vogue was due to 
the decline of sword combat exhibi­ 
tions In the relgn of George I. 
Brough­ 
ton himself was the first who stood In 
the position of champion, a distinction 
which he held for eighteen years, but 
eventually he was knocked out by a 
butcher named Slack. 
Broughton wns 
a great pet of the I Hike of Cumber­ 
land. who took the pugilist with him 
to Berlin, when he declared himself 
ready to take on the entire regiment 
of grenadier guards there "if he were 
only allowed a breakfast between each 
two battles.’* 
The English fighter Torn Cribb once 
secured a very remarkable engage­ 
ment. 
Ju st before the coronation of 
George IV. certain sympathizers with 
Queen Carpllne bragged that on the 
day of the ceremonial they would 
make matters warm In the neighbor­ 
hood of Westminster abbey, and this 
reached the ears of the earl marshal. 
That high functionary sought an In­ 
terview with the pugilist "Gentleman’’ 
Jackson, who taught Lord Byron to 
box. 
Jackson got together some two dozen 
bruisers. 
Besides Crfbb, the band In­ 
cluded John Gully, In turn fighting 
nmn, racing man. colliery proprietor 
and member of parliament. They were 
attired as king's pages and gathered 
about the abbey doors. 
There was no 
trouble.—Chicago Nows. 


REINDEER IN LAPLAND. 


They Furnish th# People With Shelter, 
Clothing and Food. 
Some people have said that the rein­ 
deer of the northern .regions Is to the 
Inhabitants of those countries what 
the horse, cow and sheep together are 
to the dwellers iii southern lands, and 
very probably they are right. 
What 
would the Laplander be were he de­ 
prives! of his favorite? How could he 
travel without bls pair of reindeer 
harnessed to his sledge? 
The reindeer has large black hoofs, 
behind which are false or secondary 
hoofs; tho result Is that when running 
they make a clattering sound, which 
may tie heard a good distance nway. 
The reindeer has much endurance and 
takes a long Journey without seeming 
tired, though It Is only about four and 
a half feet In height and not very 
strong. Its horns are long and slender. 
with branched, rounded antlers, but 
they are not much us«*d in combat. Uke 
those of some other deer. 
The largest reindeer are found where 
the weather Is coldest, and their color 
Is lighter. 
Usually It I* brown and 
w hite, lait In the case of old animals 
the hair Is sometimes quite white. 
From the skin of the reindeer the la p ­ 
landers get not only their clothes, but 
aLo (ashling and tents; the milk is 
drunk and made Into cheese and the 
flesh is also good to eat. the tongue 
and haunches being particularly liked. 
Pemmican, an 
Important article of 
food, is made by pouring fat over the 
pout ded meat and mixing them well 
together.—8t. Lolita Globe-Democrat.
